Jefferson City, Mo.—Come day­ 
break, March 1, hundreds of Mis­ 
souri trout fishermen will line the 
banks of Missouri’s trout stream s 
with poised rods and bated breath, 
waiting the sound of the opening 
gun. 
When the gun is fired hundreds 
of lines will hit the w ater and the 
1941 trout season will be 
under 
way. 
Last year there were 
703 
anglers on the banks of Bennett 
Spring stream , 487 
at 
Roaring 
River and 169 at Montauk. 
This 
year there will 
be 
two 
other 
stretches of 
w ater 
available 
to 
trout fishermen, 
which 
should 
relieve the congestion somewhat. 
They are on Current river 
from 
M ontauk park to 
Cedar 
Grove 
Crossing, and on 
Eleven Points 
river from its 
confluence 
with 
G reer Springs branch 
to 
State 
Highway Number 19. 
Both these 
sections have been 
designed 
as 
state trout w aters by the 
Mis­ 
souri Conservation 
Commission, 
and have been stocked with fish. 
The exact hour at which 
the 
opening gun will be fired will de­ 
pend upon w eather conditions. 
It 
will be at approxim ately 6 a. m. 
but if the w eather is cloudy it may 
be somewhat later than that. Guns 
will give the signal for the 
first 
cast. 
The time will be posted at 
each park on the night before the 
opening. 
Each fisherman is re­ 
quired, of course, to have a 25- 
cent trout tag. 
There will be a 14 per cent in­ 
crease in the num ber of legal size 
trout in the trout 
streams 
this 
year. 
The num ber of trout 
re ­ 
leased in state trout 
w aters 
is 
based upon the sale of trout tags, 
and increased sale of 
tags 
has 
made the 14 per cent increase pos­ 
sible. 
Not only will fly fishermen get 
more trout this year, but 
bigger 
trout as well, the Fisheries Sec­ 
tion of the Commission has 
an ­ 
nounced. Because this season they 
will begin to receive the benefits 
of a program started three years 
ago whereby a percentage of trout 
reared in hatcheries 
have 
been 
held back for “aging”. 
Heretofore practically all trout 
released have been 15 months old, 
averaging 10 inches in length. This 
year the Fisheries Section is going 
to start releasing the older trout 
along with the new crop, w ith-the 
result that 80 per cent of the fish 
released will be 15 months old or 
better; 15 per cent will 
be 
two 
years old or better, and five per 
cent will be between three and 
iour years old. 
Cabins and hotel rooms will be 
» premium at all trout parks, and 
fishermen are warned 
to

reservations in advance. 
The first fishing day for anglers 
other than trout fishermen 
will 
come March 15 when the season 
for game fish opens on the Lake 
of the Ozarks and Lake

Starting on that day, fish 
of every species may be

signated coves which will be re­ 
stricted as spawning

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KETSUP BEGINNINGS 


When you are pouring a bit of 
ketsup over a steak or adding 
some of its scarlet spiciness to a 
stew, it is interesting to 
recall 
the different facts that are known 


about its beginning, for here is 
a story full of mystery and ro­ 
mance and high adventure. 
The story starts with the toma­ 
to. which is the basis of the sauce 
— and the earliest information on 
this fruit comes from the sixteen­ 
th century 
history 
which 
de­ 
scribes Pizarro’s discovery of the 
luxurious 
Inca

of 
Peru. But even before this the 
spices which enrich 
its 
flavor 
were being fought for and new sea 
routes by which they could be 
obtained were being mapped. And 
here is where the mystery comes 
in— the person who first thought 
of combining the spices and toma­ 
toes to make the delicious sauce 
remains unknown and unsung. 
The name “ ketsup" comes from 
a Malay word, though it is thought 
to have started in 
China. 
The 
English spelled it K-E-T-C-H-U-P 
in order to give it the same pro­ 
nunciation as the oriental sauce 
they were imitating. 
Coming back to the present, one 
discovers that ketchup has varied 
uses in flavoring foods. Not only 
is it a sauce to be‘poured on meats 
and vegetables at the table, but 
homemakers keep a bottle of it 
on the condiment shelf and use its 
delicious blend of lavors to sea­ 
son different foods. It is particu­ 
larly valuable when it comes to 
making the cheaper cuts of meat 
taste as delicous as tender steaks

tem. Some have operated on a legitimate basis in the 
sense that they gave value received. 
Others have 
been little more than legalized rackets, waxing 
financially fat in a grusome business. 
All of them 
were bluntly labeled mere insurance chemes in a 
noteworthy decision by the State Supreme Court last 
year, which in effect made them vulnerable to ouster 
suits. 
"Lem" Searcy's bill would enable these commer­ 
cial enterprises, which make their profits out of the 
anticipation of humon sorrow, to ovoid registering os 
insurance societies and thus submitting to the rela­ 
tively rigid standards of state insurance law. It would 
permit them to incorporate, instead, under a new law 
with milder regulation. It would tolerate their avoid­ 
ance of the plain implications of the supreme court 
decision and the logic of common sense. 
This bill is an adequate measure of Searcy's de­ 
votion to the public interest. . It should be defeated.

would permit them to escape proper regulation. 
Burial societies hitherto have been organized as! 
"benevolent" 
organizations, 
functioning 
to

funeral fees, etc., to bereaved families in return for 
paymets made in advance, or on an assessment sys-, 
tern. Some have operated on a legitimate basis in the 
sense that they gave value received. 
Others have 
been 
little more than 
legalized rackets, waxing 
financially fat in a grusome business. 
All of them 
were bluntly labeled mere insurance chemes in a 
noteworthy decision by the State Supreme Court last 
year, which in effect made them vulnerable to ouster 
suits. 
"Lem " Searcy's bill would enable these commer­ 
cial enterprises, which make their profits out of the 
anticipation of human sorrow, to avoid registering as 
insurance societies and thus submitting to the rela­ 
tively rigid standards of state insurance law. It would 
permit them to incorporate, instead, under a new law 
with milder regulation. It would tolerate their avoid­ 
ance of the plain implications of the supreme court 
decision and the logic of common sense. 
This bill is an adequate measure of Searcy's de­ 
votion to the public interest. .

David Rice McAnally 


David Rice M cAnally, as a nota­ 
ble m inister, educator, and editor, 
left a m arked im press on the his­ 
tory of M ethodism in M issouri and 
the Southw est. 
It has been said 
that “probably no other m an had 
more to do w ith fixing the ideals 
and custom s of M issouri” than he 
did. 
M cAnally s life in m any w ays is 
typical of that of other early m in­ 
isters. 
He was born on February 
17, 1810, one hundred and th irty - 
one 
years 
ago 
this 
week, 
in 
G rainger county, Tennessee. 
He 
received his early education in a 
country school and later in a p ri­ 
vate academ y, laying the founda­ 
tion for the 
broader 
education 
w hich he acquired in later 
years 
through his study of men and e x ­ 
tensive reading. 
In 1829, M cAnally w as adm itted 
on trial to the Holston 
C onfer­ 
ence of the M ethodist church and 
thereupon began active m inister­ 
ial w ork w hich he continued u n ­ 
til his death in St. Louis on July 
11, 1895. 
From 1829 until 1843, 
he traveled as an itin eran t p reach­

A nally w as elected president 
of 
the East Tennessee Fem ale In sti­ 
tute at K noxville in 1843. 
By his 
able adm inistration and by p ub­ 
lishing tracts 
and 
articles, 
he 
focused considerable attention on 
this school. 
H ow ever, his educa­ 
tional interests w ere not lim ited 
solely to denom inational 
schools, 
but extended 
to 
the 
common 
school system in general. 
He ca r­ 
ried on an active correspondence 
w ith his close friends 
and 
as­ 
sociate, H orace M ann, the lead­ 
ing exponent of public education 
a century ago. 
M cAnally w as a 
great adm irer of his noted con­ 
tem porary and did m uch to pop- 
pularize his 
educational 
phil- 
! osophy in the M iddle West. 
It was in 1851 that 
M cAnally 
first becam e specifically identified 
w ith M ethodism in M issouri. 
In 
that year, he cam e to St. Louis to 
assum e the editorial m anagem ent 
of the St. Louis C hristian Advo­ 
cate, a w eekly journal begun 
to 
fu rth er the interests of the M eth­ 
odist church. 
He developed 
the 
Advocate into a prosperous jo u r­ 
nal and so it continued until 1861 
w hen he incurred the displeasure 
of Federal authorities. 
At that 
tim e, the jo u rn al w as tem porarily 
suppressed 
and 
M cAnally 
was 
im prisoned for some m onths in the 
old M yrtle S treet m ilitary prison 
in St. Louis. Eventually» he was 
placed on probation and not allow ­ 
ed to go outside .the city lim its u n ­ 
til the close of the w ar. 
In 1852, one year after assum - 
i ing the editorship of the Advo- 


cate, M cAnally becam e chairm an 
of the convention which founded 
C entral college at Fayette, 
M is­ 
souri. Exerting his influnece os a 
popular cclrgym an, educator, and 
w riter, he ably supported Enoch 
M. M arvin and others in raising 
an endw onm ent for the new col­ 
lege. 


As a journalist and editor of the 
Advocate, a position he held from 
1851 until 1895, with 
only 
two 
interm issions, 
M cAnally 
w orked 
for tw o m ain objectives, first, to 
give his readers an accurate 
ac­ 
count of the new s of each week, 
and second, to present them w ith 
w hat he considered “sound 
doc­ 
trine. ’ He was the author of m any 
religious, historical, controversial, 
and biographical works, chief 
of 
w hich are a H istory of M ethod­ 
ism in M issouri published in St. 
Louis in 1881, and biographies of 
the R everends W illiam and Sam ­ 
uel Patton, the Reverend Enoch 
M. M arvin, 
and 
other 
leading 
m inisters of the M ethodist church. 
A lthough 
not 
a 
scholar, 
M<- 
A nally's intim ate contact wuth men 
and his active role in public 
af­ 
fairs over a long period of tim e 
enabled him to present first-hand 
inform ation w ith 
precision 
and 
interest. 
M cAnally w as first 
of 
all 
a 
churchm an and did not allow the 
editorship of the A dvocate to prt - 
vent him from preaching 
«very 
Sunday. Accepted as a notew orthy 
«authority on M ethodism , he wa^ 
five tim es a delegate to the G en­ 
eral C onference of the M ethodist 
church. 
In 1857, M cAnnally becam e the 
pastor of a church at C arondelet 
and for m any years be m inistered 
to the spiritual needs of churche- 
there. 
It is said that only ser­ 
ious illness kept him from m aking 
his regular w eekly appointm ents 
He becam e recognized as one of 
the m ost prom inent m en 
in 
the 
M ethodist Episcopal church which 
he served laithfully for sixty-five 
years.
